Fire Earl Buts, Republicans Urge Ford

WASHINGTON (AP) — Reprimanded by President Ford for 


slurs against blacks. Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz says he 
regrets his language, but some fellow Republicans are calling for 
his dismissal. Butz was summoned to the White House on Friday 
and was given "a severe reprimand" by Ford, who found Butz' 
racial comments "highly offensive," presidential aides said. 


But reaction rolled in quickly from both Republicans and 


Democrats. There were strong calls for Butz to resign or for Ford 
to fire him. Rep. John B. Anderson of Illinois, chairman of the 
House Republican Conference, urged Fcrd to fire Butz, saying in 
a letter: "Anyone harboring such racist views should have no place 
in your administration." 


And Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., said, "It seems beyond 


belief that a Cabinet member could so recklessly slander an entire 
race. The secretary's language was so foul that it cannot even be 
repeated in the mass media." Butz' remarks were first reported in 
an article in Rolling Stone magazine by John Dean, a convicted 


Watergate figure, who said Butz made the comment in a conver- 
sation aboard an airplane after the Republican convention in 
Kansas City. 


Dean, who did not name Butz in his account, said the remarks 


were made to him and to entertainers Pat Boone and Sonny Bono 
during a conversation about Republican chances of attracting 
black voters. In his comment, as quoted by Rolling Stone and by 
the magazine New Times, Butz referred to blacks as "coloreds" 
and described in a derogatory manner what he characterized as 
their sexual, dress and bathroom predilections. 


White House officials said Butz told Ford about his comments 


after discovering that New Times was naming him as the Cabinet 
official referred to by Dean in the Rolling Stone story. Congress 
was closing out its final session of the year Friday night and the 
Butz quotation spread rapidly through the Capitol. There were 
immediate demands that Ford fire him, many of them from 
Republicans. 


Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass., the only black member of the 


Senate, called Butz' remarks "vulgar and offensive" and he ad- 


ded: "I call upon the President to ask for the secretary's resig- 
nation. No man who harbors such thoughts is fit to serve in the 
cabinet of the President of the United States." 


Butz called Brooke to apologize to him personally, saying he 


"intended no disrespect." But Brooke said he told Butz he did not 
consider him to be fit to serve in the Cabinet. After his meeting 
with Ford, a spokesman for the secretary* said Butz "regretted any 
offense which may have been given to any person or any group, 
and issued a complete apology." 


The spokesman did not say to whom the apology was given or 


what it said. It was the second such incident in which Butz has had 
to issue a public apology. He apologized earlier after being called 
to task for a November 1974 remark widely regarded as offensive 
to Catholics and Italian-Americans. 


Butz, 67, was appointed by former President Richard M. Nixon 


and was rumored to be close to quitting at least twice since Ford 
took office. But sources say Ford personally prevailed upon him

LA PAZ, Mexico (AP) — 


Mexican troops dug victims, of 
Hurricane Liza out of the mud 
and buried them in mass graves 
today after 100-mile-per-hour 
winds slashed across the Baja 
California peninsula. Officials 
said the storm killed at least 630 
persons. 


"We think the number of 


deaths could reach 1,000. We 
urgently 
need 
clothing, 


medicine and food. The situa- 
tion is very grave. There are 
many people still buried hi the 
mud. It's frightening," said a 
spokesman for the governor's 
office, Rogelio Felix. 


Heavy

dam just outside this desert- 
area resort city, sending a wall 
of water and mud over a shanty 
town where 10,000 people lived, 
thousands of them in cardboard 
shacks. Some of the shacks were 
swept as far as six miles, a 
spokesman for the governor's 
office said.

about three inches on Sonora, 
officials said. 


Liza hit LaPaz early Friday 


morning, then turned sharply 
northward, moving across the 
Sea of Cortez and lashing into 
the Mexican mainland between 
Ciudad Obregon and Los Mochis 
in Sonora state. 


A spokesman said the storm 


slackened Friday afternoon as it 
swept over the rugged Sierra 
Madre Mountains. He said there 
will be heavy rain in the area for 
two or three days, but "Liza has 
ceased to be a threat." 


The storm later 
caused 


torrential rains and some flood- 
ing in parts of the southwestern 
United States. National Weather 
Service officials warned that 
flooding may affect the Colorado 
River basin, much of Arizona, 
as well as desert areas of 
southern California and eastern 
and southern Nevada.

The make-up of this court and the

Always Add Up H 


WASHINGTON' — For all the

used them to prove my thesis 
was not true.

In predicting the ability or

The results 
which come from mathematical 
analysis depend so heavily on 
the assumptions (true or false) 
fed in, and on the choice of data 
used, that they tend to mirror 
not the truth but the prejudices 
of the person handling the 
computer. 


This is the problem we have 


with economic theory — and 
why economic predictions so 
seldom prove true. It is why an 
economist of one school and one 
of another can come up with 
widely different answers. 


This over-dependence on 


theory is why candidates with 
textbook

can 
be 


dangerous in their thinking. 
They have the same propensity 
to believe their overly optimis- 
tic assumptions of profits, in- 
come or gross national product 
as do so many eager men 
starting new business, going 
broke because they've con- 
vinced themselves of sales and 
profits calculated on paper — 
but which never appear. 


Computer mathemetics is 


useful in the physical sciences 
and in major areas of business 
only where users hold rigidly to 
objective data. 


The most dangerous practice 


of all is projection of what will 
happen based on hundreds or 
thousands of bits and pieces of 
ecbnomic data. 


This Jimmy Carter and 


President Ford have forgotten 
or have never learned. 


Men argue emotionally and 


endlessly that decreasing the 
tax rate will increase — or

If there is any discernible trend, it is 
away from the activist role played by 
the court for many years under Chief 
Justice Earl W arren “ The present 
court,” 
Justice 
Powell 
told 
the 
American Bar Association in August, 
“ ...m ay 
be 
more 
deferential 
to 
legislative judgm ents,...m ore likely to 
give some weight 
to federalism , 
and...more conventional in demanding 
compliance with jurisdictional and 
standing requirem ents.” 
Most justices seem to be sensitive to 
the rights of state and local govern­ 
m ents, making it more likely that 
lower court decisions will be upheld. 
Indeed, Justice Brennan, in a stinging 
dissent to a December 1975 decision, 
Michigan v. Mosley, virtually invited 
state courts to assert their indepen­ 
dence. He noted “ the emerging trend 
among high state courts of relying 
upon state constitutional protections of 
individual liberties — protections per­ 
vading counterpart provisions of the 
U.S. Constitution, but increasingly be­ 
ing ignored by decisions of this court.” 
California Justice Stanley Mosk, at a 
conference last April on “ Am erican 
Law: The Third Century,” predicted a 
“ Phoenix-like 
resurrection 
of 
federalism , of, if you prefer, states’ 
rights,” leading to increased reliance 
of state courts on state constitutions.

WASHINGTON - For all the 
statistics, quoted so glibly by 
Jimmy Carter and President 
Ford in their opening debate, it 
is clear neither man unders­ 
tands the economic realities 
behind the figures. 
As a mathematics major in 
my college days, I learned 
quicklv that numbers can be 
used to “prove” both sides of 
any issue. I remember once, in 
preparing for a debate, I’d 
marshalled a set of statistics 
wtuch to my thinking proved 
my arguments hands down. I 
had no doubts so devastating 
were these numbers. 
Then a friend came along, a 
friend assigned to the opposite 
side of the question I was prov­ 
ing. He asked to borrow my 
figures. With assurance. I told 
him they would do him no good. 
Never mind, he said. Let me 
try. 
And lo and behold, this able 
young man took my figures and 
used them to prove my thesis 
was not true. And did an ad­ 
mirable Job of it. I still think 1 
was right. But he was convinc­ 
ing. 
So it was in the Carter-Ford 
debate. Numbers. Numbers. 
Numbers. 
In predicting the ability or 
inability of the economy to 
handle $60 billion to $150 billion 
of new programs, both started 
from the same data. But they 
came up with such different in­ 
terpretations of where those 
figures led that it seem next to 
unbelievable they were talking 
about the same economy. 
Robert 
McNamara, 
when 
secretary of Defense, whenever 
his policies were questioned 
would 
come 
forth 
with 
a 
barrage . . opponents were 
cowed — at least for the first 
two years of his reign. His 
method was simple. He’d feed a 
set of assumptions into a com­ 
puter, pour in a heavy dose of 
figures, 
insert 
series 
of 
complicated equations, then 
confidently read the answers 
the computer fed out. 
He forgot one basic rule of 


computer math: “Garbage in, 
garbage 
out.” 
The 
results 
which come from mathematical 
analysis depend so heavily on 
the assumptions (true or false) 
fed in, and on the choice of data 
used, that they tend to mirror 
not the truth but the prejudices 
of the person handling the 
computer. 
This is the problem we have 
with economic theory — and 
why economic predictions so 
seldom prove true. It is why an 
economist of one school and one 
of another can come up with 
widely different answers. 
This 
over-dependence 
on 
theory is why candidates with 
textbook 
answers 
can 
be 
dangerous in their thinking 
They have the same propensity 
to believe their overly- optimis­ 
tic assumpUons of profits, in­ 
come or gross national product 
as do so many eager men 
starting new business, going 
broke because they’ve con­ 
vinced themselves of sales and 
profits calculated on paper — 
but which never appear. 
Computer 
mathemetics 
is 
useful in the physical sciences 
and in major areas of business 
only where users hold rigidly to 
objective data. 
The most dangerous practice 
of all is projection of what will 
happen based on hundreds or 
thousands of bits and pieces of 
ecbnomic data. 
This 
Jimmy 
Carter 
and 
President Ford have forgotten 
or have never learned 
Men argue emotionally and 
endlessly that decreasing the 
tax rate will increase — or 
decrease 
— 
the 
tax 
take, 
whether this exemption or that 
will encourage new business 
and create new jobs, or whether 
they are 
merely 
loopholes, 
whether this tax exemption or 
that encourages those social 
values we want to promote in 
our society or whether they’re 
no more than gifts to gain votes. 
The plain and simple fact is 
that as of today we don’t have 
the answers. We need more 
facts. 


The first debate between 
Jimmy Carter and Gerald Ford 
constituted not so much a vic­ 
tory for one or even a draw but 
rather an opportunity for both to 
accomplish needed tasks. Both 
candidates 
may 
have done 
themselves different kinds of 
good. 
Prior to the debate, Jimmy 
Carter had experienced about 
the worst two weeks imagina­ 
ble, reminiscent even of George 
McGovern’s floundering about 
during the Eagleton episode As 
partisan a Carter-supporter as 
Tom Wicker of the Times con­ 
ceded as much, writing that a 
series of astounding gaffes had 
had the net effect three weeks 
after Labor Day of setting “ the 
Carter campaign adrift in a sea 
of mmi-Eagleton affairs, im­ 
portant only cumulative” — 
that is, however, important. 
Carter seemed nervous at 
first, with a consequent ten­ 
dency to wordiness, but he soon 
worked himself into a sense of 
greater ease. His articulation is 
unimpressive because he has a 
tendency to mutter and slur his 
words, but he did come alive on 
the 
traditional 
Democratic 
themes of unemployment and 
the need 
to 
stimulate 
the 
economy. He did not make it 
very c lear how the tax code can 
be altered without harming in­ 
vestment, and most knowled­ 
geable people doubt that there is 
really much mileage in an effort 
to soak the rich, but he did put 
these populist themes into the 
argument. 
All in all, it is doubtful that 
Carter’s image on the tube 
caused 
many 
in 
the 
vast 
audience 
to 
exclaim 
spon­ 
taneously that this was their 
idea of a U.S. president, but he 
did at least seem coherent and 
pLosible. He therefore may 
well have halted or at least 
slowed his recent slide 
Ford’s own figures in the polls 
mirror Carter’s decline. Last 
summer, 
the 
Harris 
Poll 
showed a 63-36 negative job rat­ 
ing for Ford; today the figure 
stands at 48-85 positive — a 
reversal in its way as remarka­ 
ble as Carter’s, and certainly 


linked to it. 
Ford nevertheless had some 
things to prove in the debate, 
and he may have done so. He 
had to correct the widely held 
impression that he is a bumbler 
and not very bright, not a 
leader, not on top of his job. 
In the debate. Ford demons­ 
trated an evident command of 
the facts, he set forth dearly his 
own view 
of the direction 
desirable for the country, and 
he several times deftly went 
over to the attack against 
Carter. Ford was crisp and for­ 
ceful and he probably banished 
forever the idea that he is Bozo 
the Clown. 
The Ford who is now fighting 
this election is not quite the 
same entity that started down 
the primary trail last February . 
Ford may even have grasped 
the fact that, despite all the 
chatter about an “ imperial 
presidency,” 
Americans 
in 
general expect their president 
to be a force to be reckoned 
with. After all, he is presiding 
over a global combination of 
nations and interests that might 
as well be called an empire. 
Americans are not really 
impressed by the fact that Ford 
toasts his own English muffin, 
and ironic “ Betty’s Husband for 
President” buttons have sug­ 
gested as much. But the Ford 
we saw on the tube last Thurs­ 
day evening seemed to have 
gained a great deal in force of 
personality and overall impres­ 
siveness.

Recorder's Court the highest 
imprisonment rate in the state. 


That report showed that, in 
1975, 42 per cent of felons con- 
victed in Recorder's Court ac- 
tually went to jail. 


Other state jurisdictions had 


lower rates, ranging from 35 per 
cent in Oakland County to 18 per 
cent in Midland County. 


The state figures show a 


sharp decline since 1970 in the 
number of felons actually sent' 
to prison after being convicted 
of burglary, larceny, kidnaping, 
unarmed robbery and carrying 
concealed weapons.

ding process so that the marker 
would be completed in time for 
today's dedication ceremonies. 


He said all but one of the 


trustees agreed to the plans in 
phone discussions before this 
week's board meeting, at which 
trustees voted to waive retroac- 
tively the rule requiring bids on 
all project"; over $500. 


"We're not trying to pull any 


fast ones," Dr. Radde said. "It 
really was the time element — 
we felt we had to move on it. We 
had our counsel draw up the 
resolution — it's all legal." 


Radde noted that Holland 


construction presently is doing 
other work for the college — in- 
stalling ramps and an elevator 
to aid handicapped students — 
and would be invited to bid on 
major projects in the future. 


"I think they're just a little off 


base on this complaint," he 
said.

When I visited our construc-

In 1S4S, only a year after the 


Mormons had settled in Utah, 
their crops were suddenly 
threatened by great clouds of 
crickets. 
But before much 


damage was done, flocks of 
gulls settled on the farmlands 
and devoured the crickets. Thus 
spared from famine, the Mor- 
mons regarded 
the 
birds' 


arrival as a miracle and have 
protected gulls ever since. 


The monument, believed the 


first ever erected to a bird, was 
executed by Mahonri M. Young, 
grandson of the famed Brigham 
Young, in 1913. And Utah, 
located 800 miles from the 
Pacific Ocean, has as its state 
bird the California Gull. 


With its 17-inch body and 52- 


inch wingspan, the California 
Gull is easily mistaken for the 
more common and slightly 
larger Herring Gull. Both have 
light grey back plumage with 
black near the wingtips and 
white undersides, as do most of 
the world's 50-odd gull species. 
Herrings are often seen soaring 
high overhead like hawks, 
sounding a1 call that is loud, 
clear and bugle-like. 


"Herring Gulls also hold the 


record for long-distance flight." 
Wills added, "having once ac- 
companied the same vessel all 
the way from the Irish coast to 
New York Harbor for a total of 
2,560 miles." 


The white gulls featured in 


the firm's new wall design bear 
a striking resemblance to two 
species rarely spotted in the 
United States, the majestic 
Glaucous 
Gull 
and 
the 


somewhat smaller Iceland Gull. 
Both members of the rather 
exclusive 
white-winged 


category, these species inhabit 
the cold coastal waters of the 
North Atlantic, though Iceland 
Gulls have been sighted oc- 
casionally on the Great Lakes. 


A three-dimensional design 


that combines the qualities of a 
plaque with those of a mobile, 
Three Sea Gulls captures each 
bird in a different attitude of 
flight. The "anchor" is a soar- 
tag gull with wings outspread, 
which measures 14 inches tip to 
tip. 
Attached to it by unob- 


trusive wires are one gull with 
wings upraised, a second with 
wings gracefully arched. 


Easy to assembly on a wall, 


the 
complete 
design 
is 


approximately 17 inches wide 
and 12 inches high. It extends 
some 10 inches from the wall, 
with two gulls 
apparently 


"soaring'-' into space and even 
moving slightly with normal air 
currents. 


"Though Jonathan Livingston 


became something of a loner, 
the fact is that gulls are highly 
gregarious — generally living in 
large colonies on land or at 
sea," Wills said. "So it's only 
natural 
that 
the 
firm's 


designers chose to depict Three 
Sea Gulls together, and even 
more 
fitting 
that 
many 


homemakers are grouping three 
or more such trios to give the 
impression of a whole flock." 


The three-dimensional wall 


mobile is a dramatic departure 
in technique from the "firm's 
popular 
deep-dimensional 


plaques that hang flat against 
the wall. And so is a new Owl 
Umbrella Stand that is both 
decorative and practical. .A 
sturdy 9%-inches in diameter 
and 22%-inches tall, the owl is 
also good for displaying autumn 
leaves, dried weed and feather 
arrangements or a decorator 
tree. Construction is simulated 
wood in antique pine finish, 
complete with unblinking blue 
eyes.

British Bible

Goes Metric 


LONDON (AP) - The latest 
British Bible has gone metric, 
giving Noah ark-building orders 
in meters and centimeters ins­ 
tead of cubits and weighing 
Goliath’s armor in kilograms 
instead of shekels of brass. 
The British and Foreign Bible 
Society said Wednesday the 
metric measures were used for 
the new Bible “ because we want 
it to last." 
Britain is in the process of 
converting to the metric system 
from miles, yards, feet, inches, 
pounds and ounces. 
In the “Good News Bible” to 
be published Oct. 11. God tells 
Noah to build the ark “ 133 
meters long. 22 meters wide and 
13 meters high ... and leave a 
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space of 44 centimeters between 
the roof and the sides.” 
The 
400-year-old 
original 
English translation from Greek 
and Hebrew measured the ark 
at 300 cubits — a cubit being the 
distance from the elbow to the 
tip of the nuddle finger. 
For Americans, still hewing 
to 
the 
modern, 
non-metric 
English system, the ark would 
be 4:16 feet long, 72 wide and 43 
high. And Noah would leave a 
1-foot, 5-inch space. 
The new Bible makes Goliath, 
giant adversary of the boy 
David, nearly three meters — 10 
feet — tall instead of six cubits 
and a span (a span being the 
thumb-to-little finger width of a 
stretched hand). Goliath's ar­ 
mor 
now 
weighs 
about 
57 
kilograms — 125 pounds — ins­ 
tead of 5.000 shekels of brass. A 
shekel was a common ancient 
unit of measurement. 
The new Bible, translated by 
a panel of eight scholars of the 
\merican Bible Society and the 
United Bible Societies, was 
launched in 
with the New 
Testament, called “Good News 
for Modern Man.” It has sold 50 
million copies worldwide, ac­ 
cording to Tom Houston, com­ 
munications director of the 
BFBS. 
The latest edition adds the Old 
Testament. 
Houston said the American 
edition converts weights and 
measures into the non-metric 
English system, “ but we want­ 
ed to go one step farther.” He 
said the BFBS sells in almost 
every language, with nearly 
three times as many Bibles sold 
overseas as in Britain and 
“ most of the countries we sell to 
use the metric system.”

column there.” Wills noted, 
“ until you heard the story 
behind 
the 
unusual 
monument.” 
In 1848. only a year after the 
Mormons had settled in Utah, 
their 
crops 
were 
suddenly 
threatened by great clouds (if 
crickets. 
But 
before 
much 
damage was done, flocks of 
gulls settled on the farmlands 
and devoured the cnckets. Thus 
spared from famine, the Mor­ 
mons 
regarded 
the 
birds’ 
arrival as a miracle and have 
protected gulls ever since. 
The monument, believed the 
first ever erected to a bird, was 
executed by Mahonri M. Young, 
grandson of the famed Brigham 
Young, in 1913. And Utah, 
located 800 miles from the 
Pacific Ocean, has as its state 
bird the California Gull. 
With its 17-inch body and 52- 
inch wingspan, the California 
Ciul! is easily mistaken for the 
more common and slightly 
larger Herring Gull. Both have 
light grey back plumage with 
black near the wingtips and 
white undersides, as do most of 
the world’s 50-odd gull species. 
Herrings are often seen soaring 
high 
overhead 
like 
hawks, 
sounding a call that is loud, 
clear and bugle-like. 
’’Herring Gulls also hold the 
record for long-distance flight.” 
Wills added, “having once ac­ 
companied the same vessel all 
the way from the Irish coast to 
New York Harbor for a total of 
2,560 miles.” 
The white gulls featured in 
the firm’s new wall design bear 
a striking resemblance to two 
species rarely spotted in the 
United States, the majestic 
Glaucous 
Gull 
and 
the 
somewhat smaller Iceland Gull. 
Both members of the rather 
exclusive 
white-winged 
category, these species inhabit 
the cold coastal waters of the 
North Atlantic, though Iceland 
Gulls have been sighted oc­ 
casionally on the Great Lakes. 
A three-dimensional design 
that combines the qualities of a 
plaque with those of a mobile, 
Three Sea Gulls captures each 
bird in a different attitude of 
flight. The "anchor” is a soar­ 
ing gull with wings outspread, 
which measures 14 inches tip to 
tip. 
Attached to it by unob­ 
trusive wires are one gull with 
wings upraised, a second with 
wings gracefully arched. 
Easy to assembly on a wall, 
the 
complete 
design 
is 
approximately 17 inches wide 
and 12 inches high. It extends 
some 10 inches from the wall, 
with 
two 
gulls 
apparently 
“soaring” into space and even 
moving slightly with normal air 
currents. 
“Though Jonathan Livingston 
became something of a loner, 
the fact is that gulls are highly 
gregarious — generally living in 
large colonies on land or at 
sea.” Wills said. “ So it’s only 
natural 
that 
the 
firing 
designers chose to depict Three 
Sea Gulls together, and even 
more 
fitting 
that 
many 
homemakers are grouping three 
or more such trios to give the 
impression of a whole flock.” 
The three-dimensional wall 
mobile is a dramatic departure 
in technique from the firm ’s 
popular 
deep-dimensional 
plaques that hang flat against 
the wall. And so is a new Owl 
Umbrella Stand that is both 
decorative and practical. A 
sturdy 9^-inches in diameter 
and 22%-inches tall, the owl is 
also good for displaying autumn 
leaves, dried weed and feather 
arrangements or a decorator 
tree. Construction is simulated 
wood in antique pine finish, 
complete with unblinking blue 
eyes. 
These and other designs are 
exactingly 
reproduced 
from 
original sculptures in wood. 
They are widely available in 
furniture, department and gift 
stores.

Q. — I recently started a 


workshop in the utility room of 
our house and began to fix our 
house and began to fix things 
myself that I would not have 
dared to try a few months ago. 
While I have bought a number 
of do-it-yourself books, I find 
myself constantly confused by 
the terms that are used. One 
example is in the matter of 
wood and sheet metal screws. Is 
there some easy way to tell the 
difference between them? 


A. — Yes. Sheet metal screws 


are threaded right up to the 
head. Wood screws are threaded 
only about two-thirds of the 
way. 


you ordinarily would use one 
nail. 


Q. — Four years ago I put up 


gypsum board walls in our attic. 
Everything came out fine, bet- 
ter than I expected, except that 
now I notice some of the nails 
have started to pop. A neighbor 
has shown me how lo correct the 
condition, but what he didn't 
know was how to prevent the 
trouble in the first place. I am 
especially concerned because I 
soon expect to do a similar job 
in our garage. 


A. — I got this advice from a 


professional contractor: Simply 
hammer in two nails next to 
each other at every spot where 


Q. — I bought some plywood 


in a local lumber yard and made 
three cabinets with it. I used a 
stain on the plywood. Some 
parts of the grain came out very 
dark, some very light. My wife 
and I have decided to leave it as 
it is, since the effect isn't en- 
tirely displeasing. However, I 
have been wondering what 
would happen if I had a similar 
project in the future and wanted 
to get an even stain. What did I 
do wrong? 


A. — Nothing. It is likely that 


you bought fir plywood, which is 
the kind you usually get in a 
lumber yard when you do not 
specify w:hat the face of the 
wood should be. Fir plywood 
usually is the least expensive of 
the plywoods and is very strong, 
but there is a wide variation of 
the summer and winter wood of 
the growth rings. When the 
wood is stained, the soft por- 
tions absorb more of the stain 
and come out considerably 
darker than the hard portions, 
resulting in a contrasting grain 
pattern. To alleviate this condi- 
tion, manufacturers have put 
out sealers made especially for 
fir. When the clear sealer is 


applied, it anables the stain to 
take more evenly. There is a 
white sealer of the same type 
which is used when the final 
finish is to be paint rather than 
a transparent coating. 


Q. — We need some extensive 


work done on our house and 
plan to get a Federal Housing 
Administration loan, the kind 
called Title I. Will the FHA 
guarantee the quality of the 
workmanship 
and 
the 


materials? 


A. — No. What it does is to 


insure the lender that he will get. 
his money if you default. 
Therefore, take as much time 
and trouble to get a good con- 
tractor as you should even if the 
FHa were not in the picture.' 
The best recommendation is one 
which comes from a previous 
customer."

Shet‘t metal screws 
are threadt*d right up to the 
head. Wood screws are threaded 
only alxtut two-thirds of the 
way.

Q. — Four years ago I put up 
gv psum board walls in our attic. 
Kvervthing came out fine, lx>t- 
ter than I exT>ected, except that 
mtw I notic't* some of the nails 
have started to ¡nip. A neighl>or 
has shown me how to correct the 
condition, but what he didn’t 
know was how to prevent the 
trouble in the first place. I am 
esi>ecially concerned Ix^cause I 
s<H)n expec’t to do a similar job 
in (»ur garage. 
.\. — I got this adv ice fntm a 
proft‘ssional contractor; Simply 
hammer in tw(* nails next tf> 
each other at every spot where 


Q. — 1 bought some plvA^fMKl 
in a l,K.‘al lumtx'r yard and made 
three cabinets with it. I used a 
stain on the plyw(M>d. Some 
parts of the grain came out ver> 
dark, some very light. My wife 
and 1 have decidtnl to leave it as 
It IS, since the effect isn’t en­ 
tirely displeasing. However, 1 
have l>een 
wondering what 
would happt*n if I had a similar 
project in the future and wanted 
to get an even stain. What did I 
do wrong'.’ 
S.. — Nothing. It is likely that 
you bought fir plj-wood, which is 
the kind you usually get in a 
lumber yard when you do not 
spt‘cify what the face of the 
w(K>d should be. Kir plywood 
usually IS the least expensive of 
the pl.v^oiids and is very strong, 
but there is a wide variation of 
the summer and winter w(M)d of 
the growth rings. When the 
W(mk1 is stained, the soft por­ 
tions absorb more of the stain 
and come out considerably 
darker than the hard portions. 
rt*sulting in a contrasting gram 
pattern. To alleviate this condi­ 
tion, manufacturers have put 
out sealtrs made esptnally for 
fir. When the clear sealer is 


applied. It anables the stain to 
take more evenly. There is a 
white sealer of the same type 
which is used when the final 
finish IS to 
i>aint rather than 
a transparent coating.

come in Michigan has increased 
200 per cent since 1960 while 
state spending has increased 300 
per cent in the same period. 


Kennedy is facing Democrat 


Ronald K. DeCook, Grand 
Junction, for the 45th district 
state representative seat. 


Ray Mitchell, St. Joseph, 


chairman of the political action 
.committee, said Kennedy was 
endorsed because of bis "cons- 
cientious spending of the tax- 
payers' dollars and for his sup- 
port of private sector property 
ownership." 


Mitchell said the committee is 


a bipartisan organization of the 
'realtor board that endorses only 
candidates and legislation that 
protects the right of the public 
to own property. 


"Senate Republicans attempt- 


ed 16 amend the bill to bring it 
back up to the level of the 
previous law," he explained. 
"Our efforts to correct the glar- 
ing deficiencies in the bill went 
unheeded by the Democratic 
majority, however. 


"This bill permits candidates 


to accept up to $100, an amount 
6'i times higher than previously 
sanctioned, without reporting 
the donor's name and address 
and up to COO — or 100 per cent 
higher — without reporting the 
contributor's occupation," he 
explained. "Our amendments 
would 
have tightened 
the 


recording 
and 
reporting 


provisions by requiring donors' 
names and addresses for con- 


tributions over $15 and occupa- 
tions for over $100 as established 
in the previous law." 


"Senate Republican pleas for a 


balance between the rights of 
business and labor to participate 
in the political process were also 
ignored," he said. 


"This bill prohibits corpora- 


tions from establishing and ad- 
ministering political action 
committees, as permitted on the

"Another Senate Republican 


amendment which would have 
prohibited the transfer of or- 
ganization and union funds also 
met with defeat," he said. "It 
was designed to assure the 
public that funds used to support 


local candidates would come 
from the very same people the 
candidate would be represent- 
ing. 


"We were also squelched in 


our efforts to allow organization 
and union members to specify to 
which candidate their contribu- 
tion would be donated." Zollar 
said. "We wanted to prohibit 
unions and organizations from 
being able to spend their 
members' dues on candidates 
that the member himself may 
not support. 


"The Governor has vowed he 


will veto this bill in its .present 
form," he said. "It is indeed un- 
fortunate that the Democrats are 
pushing a bill which they know 
full well will nut become law."

N-Dump Risk Is 'So Small' 


ALPENA, Mich. (AP) — The dumping of nuclear waste 


materials in the Alpena area would have "no effects what- 
soever," according to a noted radiological health authority. The 
health risks of dumping nuclear wastes underground are "so 
small" they amount to zero when compared to the risk of day- 
to-day living, Dr. G. Hoyt Whipple, a University of Michigan 
professor, said. The Energy Research and Development Ad- 
ministration has suggested a site near Alpena as a possible 
dumping ground for nuclear waste. Whipple spoke at the invi- 
tation of the Alpena Power Co., which is considering a proposal 
for a S30D million nuclear reprocessing plant near the dumping 
site. ERDA officials have not decided whether to locate either a 
nuclear waste dump or a waste reprocessing plant in the area. 


Warranty Bill Advanced 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A Senate committee has approved two 


hills which would extend warranty protection to consumers. One 
bill would require that any warranty on an object would cover 
labor as well as parts. Currently, warranties on sonic goods pay 
for new parts during the warranty period, but customers have to 


- pay for the labor of fixing the item. The second bill would extend 
warranties if the item spent much time "in the shop" being 
repaired. U provides that when merchandise is kept for repair 
more than 10 days or more than 10 per cent of the warranty 
lieriod. whichever is less, the time in excess of that figure must be 
added to the warranty itself. Thus if an object carrying a 30-day 
warranty were under repair for four days, another day would be 
added to the warranty period. 


'Redlining' Bill On Way 


LANSLN'G. Mich. (AP) — Legislation banning "redlining" and 


deceptive insurance industry practices is on its way to the governor 
after having won final House approval. The House voted 94-1 to 
accept a Senate version ofa bill it had passed earlier. The Senate 
version, according to House sponsor Rep. Dan Angel, was more 
specific than his own in prohibiting redlining. It also reduced 
proposed fines for violation of the law. Redlining is the practice of 
denying or canceling property insurance in certain geographic 
areas without statistical evidence that the area has an unusually 
high fire risk. Under provisions of the bill, insurance companies 
would have to provide statistical rationale for canceling any 
coverage because of high fire risk. Cancclation without such data 
would bp termed unfair competition, and would be subject to penal- 
ties. The legislation also expands the list of outlawed practices in the 
insurance business to include such things as increasing a person's 
coverage without his knowledge and then raising his premium; 
refusing, limiting or charging more for insurance, on the basis of 
race, marital status, age, sex or place of residence; or denying in- 
surance because a person was previously denied coverage.

Truck Cover Bill 
Passes State House 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


bill requiring covers on trucks 
carrying certain loads piled to 
certain heights has been passed 
the state House. 


Aimed at reducing cracked 


windshields, other damages to 
automobiles, 
and 
accidents 


caused by flying dirt and other 
materials, the bill was approved 
by the House 80-6. The vote was 
on'a recommendation by a joint 
House-Senate committee. 


Senate approval is still needed 


before the bill is sent to the 
governor for his signature. 


Specifically, the bill would 


require covers on trucks whose 
loads, 
measured 
at 
the 


sideboards or rear panel, are 
piled higher than six inches 
from the top of the enclosure. 


Opponents say this will still 


allow companies to pile sand, 


dirt or other loads very high in 
the middle and go without a 
cover, as long as the load is at 
least six inches from the top of 
the enclosure on the edges. 


Exempt 
from 
the bill's 


requirements are trucks that 
salt highways and farmers' 
trucks 
moving 
agricultural 


products. 


The bill approved by the 


House also would require that 
logs or other tubular objects 
like pipes be secured to trucks 
in specified ways. The bill 
passed by the Senate would have 
exempted the logging industry 
from any restrictions. 


Penalties in the bill approved 


by the House would be fines of 
up to 8500 or 90 days in jail or 
both. No actual spillage of any 
materials would have to occur 
'for a violation to have occurred. 


Judge Blocks New 
Civil Service Policy 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


new employe policy that state 
troopers said would make the 
state personnel director a "vir- 
tual czar" over employe bar- 
gaining units has been blocked 
by an Ingham County judge. 


Circuit Court Judge Ray 


iiotchkiss Friday signed a tem- 
porary injunction against the 
policy and said he will rule on 
whether it would effectively 
abolish 
the 
existing state 


employe associations. 


Hotchkiss acted on a suit by 


the Michigan 
State Police 


Troopers Association. He said 
other employe groups are ex- 
pected to join in the action, and 
no hearing date will be set until 
they do. 


The policy, enacted Aug. 20 by 


the Civil Service Commission, 
says "Future recognition and 
unit determination ... shall be 
made by the director" of per- 
sonnel on the basis of "broad 
occupational lines " and a 
"community of interest." 


Hotchkiss said this could be 


interpreted 
to 
mean 
that 


employes in the same civil ser- 
vice classification, 
whether 


policemen 
or 
maintenance 


workers, would be lumped into 
the same bargaining group. 


"This policy authorizes the 


director of state personnel to 
arbitrarily establish the unit 
which the employe may join," 
the troopers' suit contends.

N-Dump Risk Is *So Small“ 


ALPENA, Mich. (AP) — The dum ping of nuclear waste 
m aterials in the Alpena area would have “ no effects w hat­ 
soever," according to a noted radiological health authority. The 
health risks of dumping nuclear wastes underground are “ so 
sm all’’ they amount to zero when compared to the risk of day- 
to-day living, Dr. G. Hoyt Whipple, a University of Michigan 
professor, said. The Energy- Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration has suggested a site near Alpena as a possible 
dumping ground for nuclear waste. Whipple spoke at the invi­ 
tation of the Aipena Power Co., which is considering a proposal 
lor a $300 million nuclear reprocessing plant near the dumping 
site. ERDA officials have not decided whether to locate either a 
nuclear waste dump or a waste reprocessing plant in the area. 


Warranty Bill Advanced 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A Senate com m ittee has approv(*d two 
bills which would extend warranty protection to consumers. One 
bill would require that any warranty on an object would cover 
labor as well as parts. Currently, w arranties on some goods pay 
for new parts during the warranty period, but custom ers have to 
pay for the labor of fixing the item. The second bill would extend 
warranties if the item spent much tim e “ in the shop” being 
repaired. li provides that when merchandise is kept for repair 
more than 10 days or more than 10 per cent of the warranty 
period, whichever is less, the time in excess of that figure must be1 
added to the warranty itself. Thus if an object carrying a 30-day 
warranty were under repair for four days, another day would be* 
added to the warranty period. 


^Redlining* Bill On Way 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Legislation banning “ redlining” and 
deceptive insurance industry practices is on its way to the governor 
after having won final House approval. The House voted 94-1 to 
accept a Senate version of'a bill it had passed earlier. The Senate 
version, according to House sponsor Rep. Dan Angel, was more 
specific than his own in prohibiting redlining. It also reduced 
proposed fines for violation of the law. Redlining is the practice of 
denying or canceling property insurance in certain geographic 
areas without statistical evidence that the area has an unusually 
high fire risk. Under provisions of the bill, insurance companies 
would have to provide statistical rationale for canceling any 
coverage because of high fire risk. Cancelation without such data 
would be term ed unfair competition, and would be subject to penal­ 
ties The legislation also expands the list of outlawed practices in the 
insurance business to include such things as increasing a person’s 
coverage without his knowledge and then raising his prem ium ; 
refusing, lim iting or charging more for insurance, on the basis of 
race, m arital status, age, sex or place of residence; or denying in­ 
surance because a person was prev iously denied coverage.

with the job has left BCA of- 
ficials equally perplexed. 
"We've 
done 
everything 


humanly possible to please 
him," said Charles Shepherd, 
head of BCA's winterizing 
program. "We feel we have 
done him a service, but he has 
misconstrued what we can do 
for him. It seems he wants us to 
repair his house for him." 


Gabbard's complaints and 


BCA's response were first aired 
in The Herald-Palladium Feb. 
19 and 21. Since that time, BCA 
has returned to Gabbard's 
home, Gabbard 
has 
again 


complained to the BCA board of 
directors, and BCA has again 
returned to Gabbard's home. 


Gabbard 
claims 
in 
the 


process of winterizing his home, 
BCA workers left staples in his 
windox 
frames, 
damaged 


aluminum siding on part of his 
house, readjusted his doors so 
they no longer close and ins- 
talled insulation improperly so 
birds get in the attic. 


"My house is worse, now than 


when they came in," Gabbard 
said. "If they never touched my 
house again, I'd probably be 
better off, but I don't want the 
next person to get the same 
deal, either." 


Gabbard said his sole income 


is a monthly social security 
check of $210 and said he owes 
$290 before he has his house 
paid for. 


"I'm 
not 
begging 
for 


anything," he said. "I just want 
them to come back and fix what 
they tore up. They've stalled 
and stalled and promised and 
haven't done anything." 


Shepherd said 
Gabbard's 


complaint is the only one the 
agency has received since he 
started.with BCA in November, 
1975. 


He said BCA exceeded the 


budget set by the state funding' 
agency for the program on 
Gabbard's house. He said the 
agency spent 108 hours, $378 on 
labor and $93 on material on

Del Rio Hearing To Continue 
Chrysler Hikes '77 Prices 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Supreme Court has 


refused to block hearings involving judicial misconduct charges 
against Detroit Recorder's Court Judge James Del Rio. In a terse 
order, the court said Del Rio did not make a strong enough ease in 
his request that the court should stop the hearings. Del Rio, who is 
in a hospital for an undisclosed ailment, failed to show up for the 
opening session in Detroit. Del Rio is facing charges of judicial 
misconduct and has been suspended from the bench with pay, 
pending the outcome of the hearing. The charges of misconduct 
were brought by the state by the Judicial Tenure Commission, the 
bench's official state watchdog. They include judicial bias and 
harassment of witnesses, defendants and court employes. 
Tenant Rights Bill Readied 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill to protect tenants from being 


evicted without proper hearings is on its way to the governor for 
his signature. The House approved the bill 80-8, agreeing with 
minor changes the Senate made earlier this week. Gov. William 
Milliken is expected to sign it, with the new law taking effect 
next March 1. Specifically, the bill bars landlords from turning 
off a tenant's utilities, removing his belongings, changing his 
locks or otherwise forcing him out of his apartment without a 
court hearing. Landlords who do such things without giving the 
tenant a hearing would be liable for a minimum of S200 in 
damages. 
Aid For Part-Time Students? 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — If the state can come up with the 


money, part-time students at Michigan's private colleges could 
become eligible for tuition grants, under legislation approved in 
the House. The House voted 70-21 on a bill sponsored by Sen. 
John Otterbachcr. D-Grand Rapids, that would extend tuition 
grants given by the state to part-time students for up to 10 
semesters of undergraduate work and six semesters of graduate 
wtfrk. But lawmakers agreed that there is not even enough 
money to provide such grants for full-time students, let alone 
part-timers. They approved an amendment that would give first 
priority on the grants to full-time students, generally agreed to 
be those taking at least 12 credit hours a semester. 


'Blues' Aim For Savings 


DETROIT (AP) — Michigan Blue Cross-Blue Shield has an- 


nounced a program aimed at controlling the cost and volume of 
radiology and laboratory services ordered by physicians. John J. 
McCabe, president of the Michigan Blues, said hospitals will be 
required to set up a review system and establish the 
appropriateness of services. He said that based on standards of 
accepted medical practice and necessity, the hospital then will 
undertake educational efforts to get physicians to eliminate ex- 
cessive or unnecessary services. McCabe said many of the ser- 
vices are currently ordered because the threat of malpractice 
actions have encouraged doctors to practice defensive medicine. 


DETROIT (AP) — Chrysler Corp., following the lead of in- 


dustry price leader General Motors, is boosting car prices this 
fall by an average $326 or 5.9 per cent over comparable 1976 
models. The No. 3 automaker said the increase on its 1977 cars 
includes an average $231 boost in base prices and $75 for options. 
The hike is nearly identical to the S338 or 5.9 per cent average 
boost previously announced by GM, and compares with a $310 or 
5.1 per cent increase by Ford Motor Co. Chrysler raised prices 
a year ago by an average $178 or 3.4 per cent. Under the new- 
prices, a 1977 Chrysler car will retail for an average $6,OW, 
including options and shipping charges but not counting taxes 
and discounts offered by dealers. The average 1977 GM ear will 
retail for about $6,250, and an .average Ford for about S6.150. 
Chrysler said its new cars officially go on sale next Tuesday. 


Road Wear And Tear Adds Up 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A new study funded largely by road- 


builders claims rough, rutted roads cost Michigan drivers over$700 
million a year in extra fuel, tire wear and vehicle repairs. The 
typical Michigan motorist drives 3,907 miles a year on bumpy, 
broken pavement that inflates annual vehicle running costs by an 
average of 8126.70 per driver, says the Road Information Program of 
Washington. D.C. A state transportation department spokesman 
said the organization gets its raw data from the federal Highway 
Administration and is funded largely from contributions from the 
industry that makes its money by improving old roads and building 
new ones. The Road Information Program, in a statement released 
in Lansing, said "nearly half" of Michigan's 37.084 miles of main 
roads are "so worn that driving on them costs an average of 9.3 cents 
per mile. This compares with 6.4 cents per mile on smooth 
pavement, the organization contends. 


Waning Times For Moon 


HELEN, Ga. (AP) — You just can't trust the moon for 


predicting weather now that astronauts have been messing 
around with it, say a couple of Georgia mountain men. "I used 
to rely on the moon pretty good, but they done knocked some 
chunks out of it and they might even have parked some junk 
cars on it. You just don't know," said Paul Westmoreland, 
who's spent his 78 years in the north Georgia mountains. All 
the other signs, though, point to "a doozy" of a winter in north 
Georgia, he said. "It looks like a long, hard winter to me. The 
shuck is thick on the corn and the cattle have heavier coats 
than usual," he said, adding that even hornets are building 
better protected nests higher than usual. Harley Brady, 62, of 
nearby Cleveland, disagrees with Westmoreland about the 
hornets as a sign of hard winter, but he did say the moon has 
been a problem since the astronauts tromped on it and brought 
chunks back with them. "It just don't seem to work right 
anymore, "Brady said.

Del Rio Hearing To Continue

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Supreme Court has 
refused to blwk hearings involving judicial misconduct charges 
against Detroit Recorder's Court Judge James Del Rio. In a terse 
order, the c«)urt said Dt‘1 Rio did not make a strong enough case in 
his request that Ihe c-ourl should st(*p the hearings. Dt*l Rio, who is 
in a hospital for an undisclosed ailment, failed to show up for the 
opening session in Detroit. Dt*l Rio is facing chargi>s of judicial 
misconduct and has bt'en suspended from the bench with pay, 
pending the outcome of Ihe hearing. The charges of misconduct 
were brought by the state by the Judicial Tenure Commission, the 
l)ench’s official state watchdog. They include judicial bias and 
harahsmenl of witnesst's, defendants and court employes. 


Tenant Rights Bill Readied 


IJVNSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill to proU'ct tenants from btnng 
evicted without proper hearings is on its way to the govern(»r for 
his signature. The House apprctved the bill HO-H. agreeing with 
minor changes the Senate made earher this wwk. (iov. William 
.Milliken is expected to sign it, with the new law taking effect 
nexl March 1. Specifically, the bill bars landlords from turning 
off a tenant’s utilities, removing his belongings, changing his 
k)cks or otherwise forcing him out of his apartment without a 
court hearing. Landlords who do such things without giving the 
tenant a hearing would bt* liable for a minimum of $200 in 
damag(*s. 


Aid For Part-Time Students? 


LANSINii. Mich. (AP) — If the state can come up with the 
money, part-tinx* students al Michigan’s private colleges could 
becitme eligible for tuition grants, under legislation approved in 
the House The Hnust' voted 70-21 on a bill sponsored by Sen. 
John Otlerbacher. IMirand Rapids, that would extend tuition 
grants given by the slate t<» part-time students for up to 10 
semesters of undergraduate work and six semesters of graduate 
work. But lawmakers agreed that there is not even enough 
money to provide such grants for full-time students, let alone 
part-timers. They approved an amendment that would give first 
priority on the grants to full-time students, generally agreed to 
be those taking at least 12 credit hours a semester.

Friday that the 22-year-old 
campaign financing law does 
clearly prohibit corporate con- 
tributions on ballot questions. 


But, Kellev said, recent court 


decisions "have cast doubt on 
the continued viability of this 
proposal."

Michigan Supreme Court, in 
ruling on a new political ethics 
law passed in 1975. upheld the

Foster Care Home Owner 
In Berrien Wins Reprieve 


A temporary restraining order was issued 


Friday in Berrien Circuit court prohibiting the 
Village of Berrien Springs from enforcing a 
zoning ordinance against the owner of a foster 
care home. Judge Julian E. Hughes signed the 
restraining order which is to remain in effect 
during the pendancv of a civil suit because, ac- 
cording to the order, of "the irreparable harm 
which would result to the owners and residents" 
of the home. 


The suit against the village and its officials 


was filed on behalf of Daniel and Jennie Cris- 
tancho, owners of the foster home at 362 
Washington street, and Kenneth Cascv and Mac 
Holtz. identified as residents of the home. The 
suit is the latest round of controversy about the 
foster home, touched off last summer when 
Cristancho sought a building permit to expand 
the home. The village council in September or- 


dered the police department to investigate 
whether the home violates village zoning or- 
dinances, since the village contends Cristancho 
is operating a commercial venture in a rcsiden- 
tial area. 


Village ordinances call for commercial zoning 


when more than three people live in a foster care 
home, but Cristancho contends recent license 
rulings in Michigan classify adult foster homes 
as residential entities. 


He previously said he cares for six full-time 


residents and one person on a temporary basis. 


The suit asks for judgments by the court 


declaring the zoning ordinance as interpreted 
and applied by the village be declared null and 
void; a permanent injunction prohibiting enfor- 
cement of the ordinance; and an award for costs 
of the suit and any additional costs permitted by 
the court.

Kin Seek $200,000 Damages From

The suits, which seek $100,000

Post, of Benton Heights. The 
two were killed when the top of 
the car in which they were pas- 
sengers was sheared off as the 
auto slid under a truck trailer. 


Named defendant, along with

Gary Chappell, of the Benton 
Harbor jxisl. 


Lewis and Post, along with 


the driver of the car, Ernest 
Cheatham, Jr., of Benton liar- 
bor, died Nov. 15, 1974, when the 
car in which they were riding 
glanced off a pickup truck and 
then slid under a semi-trailer al 
the intersection of East Main 
and Walnut streets in Benton 
township. 


At the time of the collision, 


Chappcll reported he was pa- 


Benton township when he spot- 
ted a car traveling at high 
speed. He said he followed the 
auto which turned onto Walnut 
and then ran a stop sign at 
Main, where the collision oc- 
curred. 


The state police post at the

At the time of the collision,

He said he followed the 
auto which turned onto Walnut 
and then ran a stop sign at 
Main, whc're the collision (x- 
curri'd.

1 
might find his taxes went up, his job is threat- 
ened, his wife is spending too much money, 
and the dog is pregnant He is tense, and all he 
wants is to feel good." 


Music, recreation or any avocation is bene- 


ficial in helping the body relax, Dr. Zawol 
feels. "Laughter, too, is therapeutic. It has an 
effect on the mind, releasing the body of ten- 
sion. Work addicts are people unable to relax, 
and it will get to them eventually, like the 
young executive trying to get ahead; he's up- 
tight, he's involved in the necking order and 
the back biting, and that produces 
tension.

What to Do About It

Dr. Zawol is chairman of the Department of 
Surgery at Lakeview General Hospital. 
As a surgeon, most of Dr. Zawol’s cases are 
referrals. Not surprisingly, he feels it is detri­ 
mental to doctors’ images to accuse them of 
performing unnecessary operations. 
Dr. Zawol knows that tension can cause 
metabolic and related endocrine changes in 
the body and that continuing functional change 
over a period of time can cause permanent 
organic changes. When one is uptight, the 
blood vessels constrict and can produce 
changes in the vessels themselves. 
Dr. Zawol sees depression as a common de­ 
nominator in all of us. “ We get depressed be­ 
cause we have difficulty coping with the 
problems of reality. If I can get a patient to 
talk about his problems, it’s a good thing. I 
might find his taxes went up, his job is threat­ 
ened, his wife is spending too much money, 
and the dog is pregnant. He is tense, and all he 
wants is to feel good.” 
Music, recreation or any avocation is bene­ 
ficial in helping the body relax. Dr. Zawol 
feels. ‘‘Laughter, too, is therapeutic. It has an 
effect on the mind, releasing the body of ten­ 
sion. Work addicts are people unable to relax, 
and it will get to them eventually, like the 
young executive trying to get ahead; he’s up­ 
tight. he’s involved in the Decking order and 
the back-biting, and that produces tension. 
There’s an adage worth remembering: ‘ Your 
problems are not important, it’s how you 
handle them that is important!’ ”

FW; How do you keep fit? 
GLASER: I run every morning for a 
couple of miles, play tennis when I can 
on weekends and swim and work out 
as much as possible in between.

Good Show London's taxis, those marvels of 
roominess and comfort in basic black, have long 
roused Americans' envy. But now they're being 
challenged—right here in the U.S. At New York's 
Museum of Modern Art. five prototype taxis of the 
future were recently displayed alongside their British cousin. All are roomier than 
the London cab, and each is a snappy yellow or orange. The exhibit, called "The 
Taxi Project," was sponsored by Mobil and the Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration of the U.S. Department of Transportation. 


Room tor Improvement Can you guess how many passengers a year are 
carried by cabs? The answer: 2.5 billion. We're not pushing taxis over other forms 
of mass transit, but they are important even if often neglected. In fact, they are the 
only public transportation available in over 3.000 American communities. The 
prototype museum vehicles, built to exacting specifications, were produced by 
two American companies (American Machine and Foundry. Inc., and Steam 
Power Systems, Inc.) and three foreign firms (Volvo. Volkswagen and Alfa 
Romeo). The idea was to build, at a reasonable cost, cabs that would better serve 
passengers, drivers and the taxi industry. 


They come In a box. The designs are squarish. These are nimble, perky vehicles 
you can walk in and out of—carrying packages, and without bumping your head 
A departure from modified passenger-carJaxis. they could be great tor subur- 
banites as well as city-dwellers. Features like sliding doors and niches for wheel- 
chairs make them easier for the old and the handicapped. 


See how they run. Volvo's 4-passenger cab is diesel-fueled with 3-speed auto- 
matic transmission, gets 22 to 24 miles per gallon. Volkswagen's taxi looks like a 
minibus and features a hybrid power plant with an electric engine for city driving 
and gasoline power for longer hauls and faster speeds. Alfa Romeo's 5-passen- 
ger prototype has a dual-overhead-cam engine that runs on gasoline. The two 
American taxis have steam engines that can run on anything from unleaded 
gasoline and diesel fuel to kerosine and methanol.
